WAS WEAPON PURCHASED LEGALLY? 


Shotgun sale to Florida 
teen Pais under question

Despite mounting concerns and ques- 
tions about whether Sol Pais illegally 
bought a shotgun in Colorado, the Bu- 
reau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives continues to uphold its 
stance that the purchase was legal. 

Critics of the sale point to a federal 
regulation that says purchases have to 
comply with laws of the state where the 
gun is bought and the state where the 
person resides. That means Pais, who 
was not old enough to buy a shotgun 
in her home state of Florida, should 
not have been able to buy a shotgun in

Colorado. 

But others argue laws around gun 
sales aren’t so clear. 

Federal laws allow licensed dealers to 
sell rifles and shotguns to out-of-state 
residents above age 18. But Florida law 
requires its residents be at least 21 to 
purchase any firearm, a law that 
changed in 2018 in response to the Park- 
land school shooting. Florida also imple- 
mented a three-day waiting period, but 
Colorado does not have that require- 
ment.

WASHINGTON» The long-awaited 
report from special counsel Rob- 
ert Mueller details abundant evi- 
dence against President Donald 
Trump — finding 10 episodes of 
suspicious behavior — but ulti- 
mately concluded it was not 
Mueller’s role to determine 
whether the commander in chief 
broke the law. 

“The evidence we obtained 
about the President’s actions and 
intent presents difficult issues 
that would need to be resolved if 
we were making a traditional 
prosecutorial judgment,” Muel- 
ler’s team stated in the report sub- 
mitted to Congress on Thursday. 
“At the same time, if we had confi- 
dence after a thorough investiga- 
tion of the facts that the President 
clearly did not commit obstruc- 
tion of justice, we would so state. 
Based on the facts and the appli- 
cable legal standards, we are un- 
able to reach that judgment.” 

Since Mueller ended his investi- 
gation last month, a central ques- 
tion facing the Justice Depart- 
ment has been why Mueller’s 
team did not reach a conclusion 
about whether the president ob- 
structed justice. The issue was 
complicated, the report said, by 
two key factors — the fact that, 
under department practice, a sit- 
ting president cannot be charged
